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New  program 
underway 

Curriculum  includes  interdisciplinary  courses

Fitchburg  State  College's  new  lib- 
eral arts  and  sciences  program,  inti- 
tiated  during  the  Assessment  Week 
of  1986,  is  finally  being  put  into  its 
final  stages. 

FSC  President  Vincent  J.  Mara 
asked  Undergraduate  Dean  Gardiner 
to  become  the  chairperson  of  a  task 
force  designed  to  revise  general  edu- 
cation. Over  the  summer  of  1986, 
the  task  force,  which  included  Dr. 
George  Murphy,  Dr.  Shirley  Wagner, 
Dr.  Larry  Quigley  and  Dr.  John 
Burke,  formulated  a  lengthy  prop- 
osal to  revise  the  general  education 
curriculum. 

The  proposal  was  submitted  to  the 
All  College  Committee  (ACC)  in 
the  fall  of  1986.  The  ACC  sent  the 
proposal  to  the  Curriculum  Com- 
mittee, where  it  remained  for  two 
years. 

Dean  Gardiner  said,  "The  com- 
mittee had  to  discuss,  revise  and 
debate  on  the  proposal."  The  prop- 
osal was  returned  to  the  ACC  after 
the  curriculum  committee  passed  it 
in  the  spring  of  1988,  after  which  it 
was  approved  by  President  Mara. 
"What  was  actually  passed  was  a 
revised  version  of  the  proposal,"  said 
Gardiner. 

According  to  the  proposal,  the 
program  uses  the  term  Liberal  Arts 
and  Sciences  instead  of  General 
Education.  This  is  to  emphasize  to 
all  students  in  all  majors  that  the  core 
of  their  education  is  built  upon  con- 
tent and  skill  acquired  in  courses  in 
the  liberal  arts  and  sciences.  The 
intention  is  to  provide  students  with 
a  liberal,  rather  than  general  educa- 
tion, to  support  and  complement 
their  specialized  major. 

The  new  liberal  arts  and  sciences 
program,  which  will  be  fully  imple- 
mented by  the  1990's,  maintains  the 
same  minimum  range  of  credit  hours. 
The  renewed  liberal  arts  and 


sciences  currriculum  will  include: 
writing  requirements,  health  and  fit- 
ness requirements,  listening  and 
speaking  requirements  and  the 
establishment  of  interdisciplinary  and 
multicultural  requirements. 

A  major  purpose  of  these  require- 
ments is  to  assist  students  to  develop 
competence  in  these  areas.  "The 
purpose  it  to  make  general  educa- 
tion stronger  and  better,"  said  Gar- 
diner. The  new  program  places  the 
original  humanities,  natural  scien- 
ces, math  and  social  sciences  into 
clusters. 

The  two  interdisciplinary  and  two 
multiculture  requirements  are  seen 
as  cross-cutting,  with  courses  offered 
to  meet  this  requirement,  simultane- 
ously satisfying  requirements  in 
another  cluster.  The  writing  require- 
ment will  also  be  developed  by  each 
department  by  its  major.  The  inter- 
mediate and  advanced  requirements 
will  be  done  on  an  intermediate  or 
advanced  level  and  outside  one's 
major. 

"Students  couldn't  get  away  with 
intro  courses  but  have  to  take  an 
advanced  course,"  said  Gardiner. 

"Although  the  new  liberal  arts  and 
sciences  requirements  will  not  be  in 
effect  until  1990,  they  are  going  to 
phase  in  freshmen  into  the  liberal 
arts  and  sciences  program,"  said 
Gardiner.  "The  committee  will  begin 
to  phase  in  the  pilot  program  for  the 
freshman  foundation  year  in  1989- 
90." 

A  group  of  freshmen  will  test  out 
the  program  to  see  where  changes 
need  to  be  made.  Upperclassmen 
need  not  worry. 

"Everyone  that  comes  into  FSC 
under  the  general  education  catalog 
will  finish  under  the  same  catalog," 
said  Gardiner.  The  new  liberal  arts 
and  sciences  program  will  gradually 
phase  out  the  former  general  educa- 
tion and  implement  the  new  liberal 
arts  and  sciences  program. 


New  gymnasium 
still  a  possibility 

Complex  waits  for  funding

The  new  Fitchburg  State  College 
physical  education  facility,  one  which 
has  been  stuck  in  the  planning  stages 
for  quite  some  time,  has  seemingly 
been  put  on  the  back  burner.  Are  the 
students  of  FSC  anxiously  waiting  in 
vain?  No. 

According  to  Steven  Lanciani, 
FSC's  Director  of  Facilities,  "With 
any  luck,  the  funds  will  be  approp- 
riated next  fall  or  winter,  and  the 
construction  can  begin  within  a  year 
to  year  and  a  half." 

The  lengthy  process  of  attaining 
money  begins  with  a  submission  for 
funds  (or  in  this  case,  a  re-sub- 
mission), and  is  done  every  other 
year.  This  year's  money  has  gone 
primarily  to  maintaining  the  existing 
facilities. 

The  new  facility  will  have  the  fol- 
lowing:  an  olympic-sized  swimming 


pool,  an  indoor  track,  a  dance  studio, 
racquetball  courts,  a  weight  room 
(three  times  the  size  of  the  existing 
one),  ample  locker  space  (for  both 
visiting  and  home  teams),  classrooms, 
a  media  room,  and  faculty  offices.  It 
will  be  as  good  as  any  physical  edu- 
cation facility  in  New  England.  The 
builders  have  visited  the  Bates  Col- 
lege facility,  which  is  currently  con- 
sidered to  be  the  best,  and  will  match 
it.  * 

After  construction  of  the  proposed 
facility,  what  we  now  know  as  Par- 
kinson Gymnasium,  which  is  7 1 ,000 
square  feet  smaller  than  the  size  of 
the  planned  gym,  may  be  used  for 
offices,  classrooms,  a  conference 
center,  or  a  theater. 

Keep  your  eyes  open  for  what 
could  be  the  Club  Med  of  physical 
education  facilities,  which,  (if  built,) 
will  be  located  next  to  The  Birch- 
wood  Nursing  Home  on  John  Fitch 
Highway.

Fitchburg  State  College  is  the 
onl>  state  institution  of  higher  learn- 
ing \*  lth  both  Industrial  Science  and 
Industrial  Arts  Technology  Educa- 
tion programs.  The  Industrial  Science 
program  is  divided  into  four  parts: 
construction  technology,  manufactur- 
ing technology .  electronics  engineer- 
ing technology,  and  graphic  arts 
technology. 

The  construction  technology  con- 
centration provides  students  with 
information  necessary  for  manager- 
al  personnel  in  the  construction 
industry. 

The  electronics  engineering  tech- 
nology program  prepares  students 
for  positions  in  the  field  of  electron- 
ics by  developing  the  theoretical  and 
practical  skills  required. 

Manufacturing  technology  is 
designed  to  develop  both  technical 
and  analytical  competencies  required 
of  entry  level  positions  within  manu- 
facturing engineering  support 

The  program  for  graphic  arts 
technology  provides  students  with 
technical  experience  in  printing. 


The  Industrial  Arts/Technology 
Education  program  prepares  students 
for  a  teaching  career.  Upon  certifica- 
tion, the  graduate  is  eligible  to  teach 
grades  5- 1 2  in  public  schools  in  the 
technical  areas  of  construction,  draft- 
ing, electricity/electronics,  graphic 
arts,  manufacturing,  and  power 
mechanics. 

Philip  Tardinico,  chairman  of  the 
Industrial  Science  department,  com- 
ments, "We  work  closely  with  things 
such  as  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Labor,  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Educational  Affairs  and  the  Mass- 
achusetts Furniture  Manufacturing 
Industry." 

Tardinico  adds,  "Our  mission 
transcends  college  and  has  impor- 
tant outreaches.  We  service  the 
community  more  than  any  other 
department" 

FSC  has  300  students  majoring  in 
Industrial  Science.  There  are  53 
non-majors  taking  these  courses. 
Nineteen  of  the  300  majors  are 
female.  Tardinico  feels,  "In  nine  out 
often  cases  the  female  majors  excel 
over  their  male  counterparts." 

The  students  have  100  percent 
placement  in  jobs  after  college  from 


the  department  Fifty  percent  of  FSC 
graduates  attend  graduate  school 
and  are  easily  accepted  into  one  of 
the  109  other  colleges  in  the  U.S. 
offering  the  same  major  as  FSC. 

There  are  two  major  events  com- 
ing up  for  the  Industrial  Technology 
department.  One  is  a  national  con- 
ference in  1989,  to  be  attended  by 
FSC  along  with  Perdue  University, 
Ball  State  University,  and  Indiana 
State  University.  The  other  event  is  a 
New  England  regional  conference, 
to  be  held  December  1 5  at  FSC.  FSC 
will  be  hosting  speakers  from  the 
University  of  Maine,  Springfield 
Technical  Community  College,  the 
Department  of  Economic  Affairs 
and  the  Department  of  Labor. 

The  Industrial  Technology  depart- 
ment is  also  starting  "Thursday 
Forums."  The  forums  are  held  on  the 
second  and  fourth  Thursdays  of  the 
month.  According  to  Tardanico,  the 
purpose  of  these  forums  is  to  keep 
the  students  informed  about  any  new 
developments  in  the  Industrial 
Technology  department.  It  also 
allows  students  to  discuss  industrial 
issues  facing  the  world

To  get  an  idea  of  the  amount  of 
work  the  press  completes,  consider 
an  offset  monthly  average  of  approx- 
imately 130,000  impressions.  Roger 
states,  "We  print  just  about  every- 
1  thing." 

Now  that  the  FSC  Press  has 


acquired  a  large  high  speed  Xerox 
machine,  the  Press  copies  materials 
for  teachers.  The  press  averages  over 
five  hundred  copies  per  month. 

The  FSC  Press  has  received  three 
awards  for  items  they  have  printed. 
For  example,  The  President's  Report 
won  an  international  award,  based 
on  design,  printing,  and  its  overall 
ability  to  convey  a  message. 

The  processes  of  designing  and 
printing  are  long  ones.  The  task  beg- 
ins in  design,  with  an  idea  which  is 
typeset.  After  being  typeset  the 
design  idea  is  proofread.  After 
approval  a  negative  is  shot  with  a 
stat  camera.  The  negative  is  turned 
into  a  screen  plate;  the  plate  is  then 
put  on  the  printing  press,  where  the 
color  is  decided  upon.  The  plate  is 
stamped  onto  a  rubber  cylinder  in 
the  press. 

After  this  long  process,  the  fin- 
ished printed  product  appears,  turn- 
ing out  to  be  well  worth  the  wait

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How  to  overcome 
librariaphobia

After  working  with  students  in  the 
library  on  a  daily  basis,  I  realize  that 
there  appears  to  be  a  serious  com- 
munication problem  on  campus. 

I  am  referring  to  the  difficulty  that 
some  students  seem  to  have  under- 
standing the  exact  requirements  of 
those  class  assignments  which  involve 
use  of  the  library. 

I 

This  problem  makes  it  difficult  for 
the  library  reference  staff  to  provide 
the  most  effective  assistance  to 
patrons. 

In  the  hopes  of  changing  this  situa- 
tion, I  would  like  to  offer  a  few  very 
basic  suggestions: 

First:  Make  certain  that  you  have 
received  a  copy  of  the  course  sylla- 
bus or  outline.  This  is  the  contract 
between  the  student  and  the  instruc- 
tor which  details  the  requirements  of 
a  particular  course 

Second:  Read  the  syllabus  care- 
fully and  if  you  do  not  understand 


something,  ask  for  clarification  of 
what  you  are  being  asked  to  do. 

Third:  Allow  yourself  as  much 
time  as  possible  to  complete  library 
assignments.  Locating  information 
for  a  term  paper  can  be  extremely 
time  consuming,  especially  if  you 
are  not  familiar  with  the  FSC  library 
or  research  techniques.  We  can  and 
will  obtain  on  Inter-library  Loan 
(ELL)  material  that  FSC  does  not 
have,  but  ILL's  require  time  to  com- 
plete, and  assignments  sometimes 
fall  due  before  the  material  has  been 
received  at  the  library.  ILL's  usually 
take  ten  days  to  two  weeks  to  com- 
plete. 

Fourth:  A.F.H.  (ask  for  help)  The 
library  reference  staff  is  here  to  help 
you  find  whatever  information  you 
need.  However,  unless  you  ask,  we 
may  not  be  aware  that  help  is  needed. 

Fifth:  Remember  those  immortal 
words  that  have  guided  so  many 
generations  of  college  students  (in- 
cluding my  own)  in  that  long  and 
sometimes  difficult  journey  to 
Commencement  Day  -  "Graduation 
through  cooperation!"

FSC  band  impressive

'Bravo,  bravo,  encore,'  were  the 
excited  cheers  heard  above  the  loud 
clapping  throughout  Weston  Audi- 
torium on  Wednesday,  November  9. 
Five  symphonic  college  bands  per- 
formed on  the  Fitchburg  Stae  Col- 
lege campus,  as  part  of  this  year's 
Intercollegiate  Band  Festival,  spon- 
sored by  the  Humanities  department 

Performing  in  roughly  half-hour 
segments  beginning  at  7:30  PM, 
bands  from  Salem  State  College, 
Fitchburg  State  College,  Tufts  Uni- 
versity, Worcester  Polytechnical 
Institute  and  Westfield  State  College 
displayed  their  talent  on  the  stage. 

"The  festival  has  been  a  tradition 
at  Fitchburg  State  since  1969,"  said 
Dr.  Frank  Patterson,  director  of  the 
Fitchburg  State  College  Band  and 
founder  of  the  festival.  "It  has  always 
showcased  the  finest  bands  in  the 
region,  and  this  year  is  no  exception." 


The  elegantly  dressed  FSC  Band 
went  on  stage  at  approximately  8:05 
PM  and  practiced  a  few  warm-up 
notes  before  the  lights  were  dimmed.

A  girl  is  raped  in  the  back  room  of 
a  sleazy  bar.  Three  bar-patrons  par- 
ticipated in  the  heinous  assault 
Spectators  refrained  from  interven- 
ing and  instead  cheered  on  this  hor- 
rible spectacle.  Who's  guilty  and 
who's  not  are  the  controversial  issues 
explored  In  the  movieTVie  Accused, 
starring  Jodie  Foster  and  Kelly 
McGillis. 

This  highly  crafted  dramatization 
is  supposedly  patterned  on  the  New 
Bedford  "Big  Dan's  Rape  Case", 
where  three  New  England  men  took 
advantage  of  a  defenseless  woman. 
Instead  of  having  a  good  time,  she 
received  physical  and  psychological 
scars. 

This  problem  is  illustrated  beauti- 
fully in  a  scene  between  Sarah  Tobi- 
as(Jodie  Foster),  the  victim,  and 
Kathryn  Murphy  (Kelly  McGillis), 
Sarah's  legal  counsel.  "What  did  you 
have  at  the  Old  Mill  bar?"  her  law- 
yer inquires.  "I  don't  know,  maybe  a 
few  drinks  and  a  few  joints,"  Sarah 
says.  "Were  you  dressed  provoca- 
tively? I  mean,  were  you  showing 
cleavage?"  Murphy  asks.  "I  don't 
know!  What  the  hell!  You  think  I 
asked  for  that?"  Sarah  exclaims  in  a 
sad,  emotional  outburst,  trying  to 
mask  her  wounded  pride. 

This  technicolor  presentation 
creates  two  precedents.  One,  by 
showing  the  horrendous  act  of  rape 
as  an  act  of  violence  instead  of  sex. 
In  the  opening  scenes  of  The  Accused, 
the  audience  is  taken  into  the  bright 
white  examination  room  of  a  rape 
clinic,  where  Sarah  is  being  treated. 
This  is  where  her  multiple  black  and 
blue  bruises  and  lacerations  are 
shamefully  exposed  and  photograph- 
ed by  an  indifferent  nurse  with  an 
Instamatic  camera. 

The  second  precedent  that  occurs 
in  this  production  is  that  the  bys- 
tanders as  well  as  the  rapists  are  pun- 
ished for  their  unlawful,  selfish 
behavior.  Although  they  didn't  phys- 
ically participate  in  the  felony,  they 
were  just  as  much  to  blame  for 
cheering  on  the  others.  They  were 
convicted  upon  the  legal  grounds  of 


"Involuntary  Solicitation."  Therefore, 
they  were  hit  with  a  stiff  five-year 
jail  sentence. 

This  film  was  one  of  the  most 
clever  and  compelling  dramas  I  have 
seen  in  a  while,  even  exceeding  Fatal 
Attraction.  Ironically,  The  Accused 
was  produced  by  the  same  Holly- 
wood firm,  Paramount  Studios' 
executives  Hoffman  and  Lansing. 

Recently,  Sherry  Lansing  was  on 
Channel  38's  Hersey's  Hollywood. 
Hersey  asked  why  her  company 
decided  to  do  a  flick  on  a  subject  so 
controversial. 

She  was  quoted  as  saying,  "I  think 
our  version  of  this  case  is  significant 
because  we  show  that  in  many  situa- 
tions the  rapists  become  blameless 
and  the  victim  becomes  the  accused, 
a  fact  which  is  hardly  known  by  the 
general  public.  Surprising,  isn't  it?" 

Jodie  Foster  completely  surpassed 
her  weak  performance  exhibited  last 
summer  in  the  sappy  Bull  Durham 
rip-off  entitled  Stealing  Home.  She 
was  superbly  cast  as  the  psychologi- 
cally shattered  Sarah  Tobias. 

One  could  really  sense  the  pain 
and  humiliation  she  endured  on  the 
courtroom  floor  at  the  hands  of  the 
egocentric,  insensitive  prosecuting 
attorney.  Her  performance  was  so 
intensely  compelling  that  less  than 
halfway  through  the  picture  I  began 
to  actually  feel  somewhat  uncomfor- 
table and  highly  moved  by  this 
ignorant,  poor  girl's  plight  Some- 
thing that  hasn't  happened  as  I  recall, 
since  two  years  ago,  when  I  saw 
Stanley  Kubrick's  Full  Metal  Jacket.- 

Kelly  McGillis  also  has  to  be 
commended.  She  was  perfect  as  Sar- 
rah's  feisty,  compassionate  defense 
attorney.  She  brought  a  real  ambi- 
tious, down  to  earth  quality  to  her 
character,  Kathyrn  Murphy.  It  seemed 
to  me  that  she  would  go  to  any 
length  in  order  to  help  her  suffering 
client 

If  you're  tired  of  ridiculous,  inane 
television  sit-coms  like  Head  of  the 
Class  and  Baby  Boom,  then  you're  a 
prime  candidate  to  see  this  flick. 
Check  out  this  movie.  You'll  be  glad 
you  did.  I  wouldn't  be  surprised  if 
Yale's  wondergiri'  Jodie  Foster  gets 
a  shiny  Oscar  for  this  flick. 


Zeppelin's  Page  is  still  rockin'

Td  like  to  introduce  you  to  my 
mistress,"  said  Jimmy  Page,  strap- 
ping on  his  classic  1959  Les  Paul 
while  the  ecstatic  Worcester  Cen- 
trum crowd  roared.  For  the  next  two 
and  one  quarter  hours,  the  crowd 
was  treated  with  classic  cuts  from 
The  Yardbirds,  The  Firm,  the  Death 
Wish  II  Soundtrack,  Page's  new 
album  Outrider  and,  of  course,  the 
mighty  Led  Zeppelin. 

After  opening  with  a  Yardbirds 
classic,  Page  pushed  the  crowd  into  a 
frenzy  with  the  opening  chords  of 
"Over  the  Hills  and  Far  Away," 
from  Led  Zeppelin's  Houses  of  the 
Holy.  This  was  the  first  song  of  the 
evening  from  Page's  most  popular 
days  with  Zeppelin. 

Other  Zeppelin  tunes  included  a 
spirited  version  of  "In  My  Time  Of 
Dying"  from  the  Zeppelin  album 


Physical  Graffiti,  a  large  part  of 
"Dazed  and  Confused"  (including 
the  legendary  violin  bow  solo)  and 
"Custard  Pie"  (which  featured  bits 
from  "Black  Dog"  and  "The  Ocean.") 

Page's  two  albums  with  The  Firm 
were  also  well  represented  with  the 
epic  "Midnight  Moonlight"  (which 
included  a  bit  of  The  Yardbird's 
"White  Summer"),  the  hard  rocking 
'Tear  Down  the  Walls"  from  Mean 
Business,  and  "Someone  to  Love" 
from  the  Firm's  debut  album. 

Also  included  were  "City  Sirens" 
(which  was  performed  as  an  instru- 
mental to  lead  into  the  bow  solo), 
and  The  Chase"  (from  the  Death 
Wish  U  Soundtrack  album). 

Many  cuts  from  Outrider,  the 
album  Page  is  promoting  with  this 
tour,  were  also  featured  Performed 
were  the  single,  "Wasting  My  Time," 
"Wanna  Make  Love,"  and  "Blues 
Anthem,"  as  well  as  the  instrumentals 


"Writes  of  Winter,"  and  "Emerald 
Eyes." 

One  of  the  many  highlights  of  the 
show  was  when  Page  was  given  a 
chance  to  display  his  prowess  at 
good  old  blues  guitar.  During  the 
blues  improvisation  "Prison  Blues," 
Page  jammed  without  letting  things 
get  boring. 

The  proficiency  of  the  backing 
band  was  certainly  to  Page's  advan- 
tage. John  Miles,  who  in  the  past  has 
sung  with  Tina  Turner,  turned  in  an 
excellent  performance.  His  voice 
blended  well  with  the  different  vocal 
styles  contained  in  songs  originally 
sung  by  both  Robert  Plant  and  Paul 
Rodgers. 

The  bass  was  skillfully  played  by 
Durban  Laverde,  a  well  known  ses- 
sion musician  while  Jason  Bonham 
(I  won't  bore  you  by  telling  you  that 
he  is  John's  son  - 1  guess  I  just  did) 
handled  the  drums.  Bonham's  skill 
indicated  that  he  was  not  merely  liv- 


ing off  of  his  father's  name.  He 
handled  the  songs  well,  even  though 
his  solo  was  disappointing.  Page's 
playing  was  in  fine  form  and  any 
criticisms  incurred  because  of  the 
Atlantic  Records  40th  Anniversary 
Concert  should  be  dismissed. 

Special  guests  abounded.  Steve 
Tyler  and  Joe  Perry  of  Aerosmith 
were  among  those  in  attendance  and 
received  a  dedication  of  the  classic 
rocker  "Train  Kept  A'  Rollin',"  a 
song  that  Led  Zeppelin  and  Aero- 
smith performed  on  their  tours. 

For  the  second  encore,  Page 
announced  that  the  evening's  final 
song,  "Stairway  to  Heaven,"  would 
be  performed  as  an  instrumental  but 
asked  the  crowd  to  "sing  along  if  you 
know  the  words."  The  entire  crowd 
of  11,000  readily  complied  in  an 
impressive  and  magical  end  to  the 
evening.

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'Rattle  and  Hum'

"Rattle  and  Hum"  is  the  exclama- 
tion point!  The  newly  released  film, 
directed  by  newcomer  Phillip  Joa- 
nou,  marks  the  end  of  a  stage  in  the 
development  of  the  greatest  rock'n'- 
roll band  of  all  time.  With  this  film, 
U2  closes  chapter  two. 

"Rattle  and  Hum"  is  not  a  docu- 
mentary. There  is  too  little  off-stage 
coverage  for  that.  "Rattle  and  Hum" 
is  not  a  concert  movie.  What  the  film 
does  strive  to  capture  is  the  intense 
revival  atmosphere  of  a  U2  show, 
which  is  a  smart  move.  A  U2  show, 
as  any  U2  follower  will  tell  you,  is 
something  that  cannot  be  captured 
by  any  recording  or  film.  The  real 
thing  is  the  real  thing  and  there  are 
no  substitutes. 

What  the  concert  footage  in  "Rat- 
tle" does  is  take  a  close  up  look  (and 
I  mean  that  literally;  most  of  the  live 
footage  is  shot  at  point-blank  range 
on  stage)  at  just  one  of  the  many 
things  happening  during  a  U2  con- 
cert, the  one  thing  that  only  the  front 
row  can  see:  the  interaction  between 
the  band,  the  smiles,  laughs,  visual 
cues,  and  all  the  other  little  things  an 
audience  is  not  part  of  by  mere  fact 
of  physical  attendance. 

"Rattle  and  Hum"  is  the  best 


music  video  ever  made.  Like  a  three 
minute  MTV  spot  is  a  commercial 
for  the  band  and  its  song,  Rattle  and 
Hum  is  a  commercial  for  the  band 
and  its  show. 

IF  you've  been  listening  to  the 
soundtrack  for  the  last  month,  the 
film  will  hold  few  surprises.  U2  and 
B.B.  King,  U2  and  a  gospel  choir,  U2 
and  the  Memphis  Horns.  U2  goes  to 
Graceland,  U2  plays  open  air  show 
in  San  Francisco.  One  gem  on  the 
record  absent  from  the  film  is  "God 
Part  n."  Watching  Bono's  face  as  he 
strained  out  the  lines  of  this  one  in 
the  studio  would  have  been  a  classic 
U2  moment  to  capture. 

A  moment  of  the  film  that  should 
have  been  on  the  album  is  "Sunday, 
Bloody  Sunday."  Of  the  many  intro- 
ductions to  this  tune  U2  concert 
goers  have  heard  over  the  last  five 
years,  this  is  the  best.  In  another 
impassioned  monologue,  Bono  makes 
the  point  once  again  that  the  only 
revolution  worth  fighting  for  is  the 
revolution  for  peace.  So  called  revo- 
lutions such  as  the  "Glorious"  (and 
read  that  sarcastically)  one  in  Ireland 
are  worthless. 

Many  reviews  have  put  down  the 
so  called  interview  segments  for 
being  rather  ambiguous.  They  are, 
but  that's  the  point.  Truly  meaning- 


less things  happen  all  the  time,  even 
to  rock  stars.  The  best  interview 
segment  shows  bassist  Adam  Clay- 
ton sitting  in  an  Irish  pub  sipping  a 
Guiness.  Clayton  drags  on  his  cigar- 
ette and  says,  "Some  people  think 
you  shouldn't  mix  music  and  politics 
or  sports  and  politics.  Well  I  think 
that's  bulls— ." 

In  order  to  capture  U2's  feel,  Joa- 
nou  goes  with  black  and  white  foot- 
age for  the  first  three  fourths  of  the 
movie.  The  stark,  grainy  images  cap- 
ture the  intensity  perfectly. 

The  move  to  color  is  made  at  the 
beginning  of  the  last  concert  se- 
quence, filmed  at  Sun  Devil  Stadium 
in  Tempe,  Arizona.  As  the  ominous 
opening  chords  of  "Where  the  Streets 
Have  No  Name"  build  to  their  inev- 
itable crescendo,  a  red  glow  rises 
from  behind  the  stage.  Bono'  utters 
"I  wanna  run!"  and  the  stadium  is 
flooded  with  light,  in  color. 

Those  of  you  who  know  U2  and 
have  seen  the  shows  will  enjoy  the 
flood  of  emotion  as  the  experience  of 
the  real  thing  hits  you  again  like  a 
ton  of  bricks.  Those  of  you  who  have 
not  yet  had  the  'experience'  will  get 
an  honest  sense  of  what  you  are 
missing.  You  will  realize  you  are 
missing  quite  a  bit  indeed.

"We've  been  called  kinda  psy- 
chedelic, punk,  traditional,  folk-rock, 
you  name  it  It's  pretty  hard  to 
pigeon-hole  us."

It 
kinda  turns  into  Mardi  Gras,  'cause 
there's  quite  a  lot  going  on." 

Their  current  tour  is  in  support  of 


their  recent  LP,  The  Long  Acre, 
which  included  the  single  "All  I 
Wanted."  Perhaps  the  most  spectac- 
ular thing  about  the  record  was  that 
it  was  fully  produced  in  three  weeks 
by  Don  Dixon. 

"Don  Dixon  was  great  He  was  a 
great  disciplinarian.  When  he  told  us 
'We're  gonna  do  this  in  three  weeks,' 
we  were  like  'HA!!  He'll  see.'  We 
were  inclined  to  put  the  kitchen  sink 
on  the  songs  and  he  would  say,  'No, 
No.  That  sounds  like  enough— it 
sounds  really  good  the  way  it  is'  or 
'Add  a  little  bit  here.'  It  was  an  out- 
side view  looking  in  and  giving  you 
ideas." 

When  asked  which  she  liked  bet- 
ter, Dowdall  strongly  stated,  "My 
first  preference  is  definitely  live  work. 
If  I  thought  I  was  going  to  spend  the 
rest  of  my  life  in  the  studio,  I'd  give  it 
up.  I  mean,  it's  great  recording,  but 
you  can  spend  too  much  time  and  get 
too  carried  away.  Life  is  much  more 
exciting."

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Soccer  loses  to  Salem 
in  NCAA  tourney

For  the  second  year  in  a  row,  the 
Fithcburg  State  College  Falcon 
soccer  team  accomplished  this  praise- 
worthy goal.  Unfortunately.  FSC  once 
again  fell  victim  to  their  least  favor- 
ite nemesis,  the  Salem  State  College 
Vikings.  On  Friday  November  4, 
1988.  the  college  careers  of  several 
Falcon  seniors  ended  at  SSC's  Alumni 
Field.  Salem  took  it  to  the  Falcons  to 
the  tune  of  3- 1 ,  which  propelled  the 
Vikings  to  the  Division  3  New  Eng- 
land finals. 

Salem  standout  Alvaro  Ibanez  put 
the  first  point  on  the  scoreboard 
midway  through  the  first  half  with  a 
penalty  shot  Fitchburg  had  a  few 
golden  opportunities,  but  they  just 
couldn't  tie  the  game.  Salem  con- 


trolled the  ball  very  well  and  got  a  lot 
of  good  bounces,  but,  as  Falcon 
coach  Malcolm  MacPherson  put  it, 
"That's  why  we  play  the  games." 

The  second  half  was  much  of  the 
same.  Salem's  Mark  Marsoccaus 
scored  the  first  non-penalty  shot 
score  on  the  Falcon  defense  in  two 
years.  Falcon  goalie  Bob  Jacobs 
played  a  great  game  despite  the  fact 
that  no  other  team  scored  more  than 
once  all  year. 

The  Falcon  defense  was  strong 
once  again,  but  contoUing  Ibanez 
was  quite  the  task.  He  eventually,  in 
soccer  language,  "tooled"  on  the 
defense  and  scored  the  final  goal  of 
the  contest  with  four  Falcons  on  the 
ground  behind  him  shaking  their 
heads.  An  FSC  fan  behind  me  stated 
dejectedly,  "The  man  is  quick." 

Mike  Lee  scored  the  Falcons'  only 
goal  earlier  when  it  was  2-0.  Fitch- 
burg was  awarded  a  direct  kick  close 
to  midfield.  Sweeper  and  defensive 
standout  Steve  Byrne  lofted  the  ball 
towards  the  net  where  Lee  was  in  full 
sprint  Lee  bumed  through  the  Salem 
defense  and  headed  the  ball  past  the 
Salem  goalie  for  a  slight  glimmer  of 


hope.  It  just  wasn't  enough  as  the 
Salem  defense  refused  to  yield,  giv- 
ing up  only  eight  Fitchburg  shots.

The  Falcons  finished  off  the  season 
with  a  14-2-1  record  and  scored 
over  fifty  goals  while  allowing  only 
five  in  the  regular  season.

Football  logic  was  defied  recently. 

When  the  nation's  top  collegiate 
defensive  team  in  Division  3  takes 
on  one  of  the  least  productive  offen- 
sive teams  in  the  country,  the  end 
result  should  be  obvious.  The  team 
lacking  in  offense  gets  a  shellacking, 
right? 

FSC  answered  that  scenario  with 
a  resounding  and  collective  "wrong" 
in  its  last  game  of  the  season,  losing 
to  visiting  Worcester  State 
7-0  at  Elliot  Field  Nov.  5. 

WSC,  which  has  yielded  just  137.2 
yards  per  game,  struggled  against  an 
FSC  offense  that  passed  57  times 
and  compiled  208  total  yards. 

"That  game  was  a  battle,"  said 

FSC  sophomore  Chris  Misuraca.  "We 

knew  they  were  going  to  go  their 

running  game  and  we  stopped  them." 

That  they  did.  The  Falcons  held 
the  Lancers  to  1 27  yards  rushing  on 
58  carries.  But  the  key  defensive 
wrinkle  thrown  in  by  the  Falcons 
came  when  they  put  some  of  their 
starting  offensive  linemen  on  the 
defensive  line. 

Dave  Man-ash,  Mike  Pellegri  and 
Scott  Sheldon  were  two-way  stal- 
warts and  gave  a  much-needed  boost 
to  the  defense. 

"That  strategy  worked  well,"  said 
Misuraca.  "It's  too  bad  we  didn't  use 
that  earner  in  the  season." 

As  a  result,  the  Falcons  stopped 
Lancer  drives  a  number  of  times. 
Misuraca  intercepted  two  passes,  one 
in  the  endzone  and  the  other  inside 
the  Lancer  10-yard  line.  Worcester 
didn't  help  its  own  cause,  either,  as 
they  missed  four  field  goals. 


The  game's  lone  score  came  in  the 
third  quarter  when  WSC  quarter- 
back Bill  Polyermros  (6  of  15  for 
1 74  yards),  who  sat  out  the  first  half, 
connected  with  Charlie  Cogswell  on 
a  47-yard  pass  play  for  the  score. 
Kent  Vertucci's  conversion  kick  was 
good  and  Worcester  led  7-0  going 
into  the  third  quarter. 

"It  (TD)  was  a  shock,"  said  Mis- 
uraca. "Stevie  (Maloney)  and  Pat 
(Malone)  just  got  tangled  up  and  he 
went  in  for  the  touchdown.  It 
shouldn't  have  happened." 

At  any  rate,  FSC's  game  plan  was 
still  intact  and  featured  a  rotating 
quarterback  system,  headed  by  Shawn 
Brown  and  Rich  LeBlanc. 

In  the  first  quarter,  FSC  used  their 
freshmen  QB's  to  go  in  for  what 
appeared  to  be  the  game's  first  score. 
FSC  freshman  Jeff  Ray  (10  catches 
for  80  yards)  hauled  in  a  47-yard 
pass  and  scored  only  to  have  the  play 
negated  due  to  a  clipping  call. 

The  Falcons,  who  were  then  on 
the  Lancer  22-yard  line,  were  still  in 
good  position  to  go  in  for  the  game's 
first  score  but  the  drive  sputtered  and 
they  were  forced  to  turn  the  ball  over 
to  Worcester. 

Even  though  the  Falcons  ended 
the  season  at  0-9  and  are  holders  of 
the  nation's  longest  losing  streak  at 
3 1  games,  good  feelings  are  running 
FSC  in  the  football  program. 

"We  ended  the  season  on  a  posi- 
tive note,"  said  FSC  junior  Butch 
Nadeau. 

"If  you  had  an  award  for  an  0-9 
team,  we'd  get  that  award." 

And  that  award  would  probably 
be  one  of  determination.
